We win- 
ed 50,000,000 extra tons last 
year— but it was all used in 
manufaeturing ammunition and 
war supplies and firing battle- 
ships and transports.

during the war

or a fine of Jio.ooo. or both, are pro 
vided In the bill for those lonvU lett 
ni utt'Tlnit or prlntuiK dlaloyiil, abl'i< !

The mall censorship section rcils

Potiltry nnd eggs have never been 
ebeup food for tbo city dweller. Tbore 
is no hope that they can be, during 
the continuance of the war and lln 
necossarlly attendant high prices, even 
as relatively cheap as they ordinarily 
have been. The only posglblUty of 
cheap eggs for the city family lies In 
keeping enough hens In the back yard, 
where tbey can be supported princi- 
pally on kitchen waate, to supply 'the 
family table. Keeping bens In the 
back yard te at onc« on economic op- 
portunity for city families snd an es- 
sential part of tho campaign for in- 
creasing poultry pradoctioo.

While hens like freedom, good feed 
snd oara reconcile them to conflne- 
meat Md amture, rugged birds often 
lay mora agga In clo«o confinement 
than whaa at liberty. 

If the space admits of giving the 
little back-yard flock more room than 
a coop nf tho minimum alz« required, 
tho condition of tho land will deter- 
mine tho form In which tho additional 
epaco ahnuld bo given. If tho soil Is 
well drained and froi> trom such flith 
ss often coatamlnates the soil of small 
back yards, a yard for the fowte may 
be fonciHi III. allowiag IP to 80 aqnaiv 
feet of yard room por bird. The op- 
portunl^ for esorclso oa tho load and 
In the open air which thte givsa tho 
hens will beneflt them, snd Staka Mts 
for them more Interesting. 

If the soil Is poooly dralnsd and foal, 
the bens wilt thrive and lay better If 
oot allowad on It at all. In that cas^ 
the beat way to give them SMne bene- 
flt of tha extra spoc* svattsble is to 
build sdjotnlng the coop a shod cover> 
Ing sbout the same amount of ground, 
and bavlng tho front tnrlnsiM nnly 
wttb wire netting. Tho foul eanh un- 
der this shed should tM> romovod ond 
the floor flilod In a few Inches higher 
the old surfsce with froeh earth 



to proInuR the period of profltnble lay- 
ing. The eggs or hens kept In small 
back yards are perfectly good for eat- 
ing, but nf littlii value for hatching 
even when fertile. Good chickens can- 
not be i^rown under kucIi conditions. 
The bens will usually lay well for 
about a year. Theu they should be re- 
placed with farm-grown pullets. 

It Is known as a matter of expert* 
once and obsorratlon that town and 
city people who have to figure costa 
of food closely have not been accus- 
tomed to UDC eggs freely except la the 
season of flush production and' law 
prices. A great many audi famlllai 
can keep a few hens In the back yard, 
and even with low prodnctlon get 
many mora agga than thay hara ba«» 
accustomed to osa.
